The Board of Air Corps officers, re 
cently convened to make recommenda 
tious relative to the award of the Mackay 
Trophy, was of the unanimous opinion 
that these two officers highly merited this 
award, Both of them, exceptionally well 
versed in aeronautical engineering, par 
ticularly in the functioning of various in 
struments and devices relating to aerial 
navigation, devoted intensive research

Interpret New Selection Law 


Study of the new naval personnel act 
has been going forward in the Navy De 
partment during the month that it) has 


heen law with a view toward determining 
numerous decisions left to administrative 
aetion under its terms and possible de 
fects in the law which may require legis 
lative action. 

A digest of the law has been prepared 
by the Bureau of Navigation and was 
issued to the Service this week as a cir 
cular letter, It sets forth, more clearly 
than has been previously done, what the 
act provides and on several points, gives 
estimates as to the effect of its provisions. 

The new law, more than any previous 
legislation, leaves much to the discretion 
of the Department and the selection 
boards. One point which has disturbed 
some naval officials is that there is noth 
ing in the law which requires the main 
tenance of a flow of officers through the 
various grades. Heretofore, each Naval

Pay Board Head Rules 
Out Officer Pay Study 


Brig. Gen. Lorenzo DD. Gasser, USA, 
senior member of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board which was officially named 
this week, declares that he does not see 
how the board can consider the officer pay 
question under the directive of the Sen 
ute Military Affairs Committee, 

Under the original resolution passed 
by the committee prior to adjournment of 
Congress, the War, Navy and Treasury 
Departments were called upon to make a 
study of the enlisted pay situation and 
draft a bill for the committee's considera 
tion, Then last week, Senator Morris 
Sheppard, its chairman, wrote to the 
three departments asking that the war 
rant officer pay question be included in 
the study. Despite the fact that the com 
mittee’s request was thus confined to spe 
cific groups, it had been suggested that 
the interdepartmental board might well 
decide that the pay seale of enlisted men 
is not a separate problem but an integral 
part of the entire Service pay question, 
and consider and report on the broader 
problem, 

Gasser, however, sald this 
week that he is of the opinion that the 
interdepartmental board cannot go Into 
the question of the pay of officers, as it is 
limited by the Senate committee's “direc 
tive” to the enlisted and warrant ques 
tions. He said that he did not know how 
the other members of the board feel but 
that he personally considered that they 


could not broaden their study unless 
usked to by the committee. The Navy is 
not expected to favor extension of the 


study as it has been directed by the [louse 


Naval Affairs Committee to prepare a 
Navy-Marine Corps pay bill and wants to 
keep this task separate from the inter 


departmental study, 

Meanwhile this week, formal notifies 
tion of the appointment of a Navy repre 
sentative on the board was given to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee and 
the War and Treasury Departments, pay 
ing the way for the body to get underway 
The War Department named General 
Gasser as its representative a month age 
and the Treasury Department then in 
formed the committee of its readiness to 
go ahead, The Navy selected Capt. Jesse 
Ik.

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~ American Editors Comment on Increase in Battleship Limit 


The recent formal decision of the United States, Great Britain and France to | 


invoke the escalator clause in the London Naval Treaty and to abandon the 35,000 
ton battleship limit for a 45,000 ton limit, was received with varied editorial comment 
throughout the country. Most editors welcomed the agreement, and the majority 
hoped that it would not become necessary to build to the 45,000 ton limit. Below are 
quoted editorials appearing in the daily papers of the United States. 

“This is probably to be interpreted as a precautionary measure,” says the Boston, 
Mass., Herald, “for each of the three powers gives assurance of no intention to go to 
that limit at present. Have the powers obtained access to facts that minimize what 
they deemed a threat only a few months ago? This protocol apparently is to be in- 
terpreted us meaning that the right to go to 45,000 tons is held in reserve, and that 
there is no present necessity to incur enormous additional expense.” 


The Kalamazoo, Mich., Gazette, writes, “It is already announced however, that 
Great Britain has no intention of building any battleships in excess of 40,000 tons, 
and that France will not go above the old 35,000 ton limit unless some other con 
tinental Muropean power does so. [t is also indicated that our own government prob- 
ably won't start any 45,000 ton battleships for the time being. This reluctance to 
rush ahead with further costly warship competition seems wise enough under the 
circumstances. For one thing, there seems to be considerable doubt in some important 
circles that the rumors of Japan's super-battleship plans were ever anything more than 
rumors. Then, too, there is the question of whether such things as mere size or tonnage 
are necessarily the all-important factors in determining a warship’s combat value. 
It is a question, indeed, on which naval strategists have been quite sharply divided in 


recent yeurs, 


The Cincinnati, Ohio, Times-Ntar, sees in the new agreement an underlying naval 
pact in which England, France and the United States will build complementary fleets, 
The Times-Star says, “The lifting of tonnage restrictions may, but probably will not, 
mean the construction of bigger and better battleships in the immediate future. France 
and Great Britain, for economic reasons and because the modern naval race is placing 
emphasis upon numbers and diversity of ships rather than upon size, have come to a 
ventleman’s agreement to build no ships in excess of 40,000 tons. Under that agree 
ment two effective tonnage limits are set-up, one for waters in which the British and 
French fleets are expected to operate in cause of war, the other for the Pacific, where 
the American fleet is expected to handle the Japanese,”

The Jersey City, N. J., Journal, says, “If Germany or Japan or any other nop 
signatory power proceeds to construct bigger than 45,000 ton ships, another amending 
protocol will be in order. Refusing to play ball will not enable the stay-outs to have 
things all their own way. To the average landlubber, it is still a mystery why any 
nation should want to keep on pouring tax money into the ocean when naval limitation 
ugreements provide a fair, safe road to economy. But, if the swashbucklers think thy 
treaty signers are too parsimonious to pay for bigger navies, they'll find out.” 


The St. Joseph, Mo., Gazette, comments, “Thus we see Britannia, once proud 
mistress of the high seas, willing to have the United States build larger battleships 
than any flying the Union Jack. It further illustrates the fact that war between this 
country and Great Britain is a possibility too remote for serious consideration. Wer 
the two powers called upon to consider only themselves, they might abolish their 
navies, leaving the shores of the Atlantic as defenseless as the border between the 
United States and Canada. 

“But, unfortunately, the world situation does not permit either to weaken its 
navy. Greater and more powerful fortresses with their accessories are called for, Itis 
a condition which has started talk in this country of two navies, one for the Pacitk 
and one for the Atlantic, Already it is being suggested that 40,000 ton battleships 
might be large enough for the Atlantic Fleet, with 45,000 ton vessels in the Pacific.”

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Army Uniform Change 


War Department Circular No. 38, is- 
sued this week, extends the practice of 
substituting trousers and tan socks and 
shoes for breeches and boots to the Corps 
of Engineers, Medical Department, Chem- 
ical Warfare Service and the DEML at 
large, except personnel on mounted 
status. 

On Jan. 7, the original order, War De-

Officer Receives Medal 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—Brig. Gen. Asa L. 
Singleton, Commandant of the Infantry 
School, Fort Benning, Ga., on July 16, 
presented the Soldier’s Medal to First 
Lt. Joseph W. Stillwell, jr., 29th Infantry, 
which was awarded to him for heroism 
displayed at East Station, Tientsin, 
China, during a battle between the 
Chinese and Japanese forces for the po- 
session of the prized railroad station on 
July 29, 1937. 

Lieutenant Stilwell and the detachment 
of which he was a member faced sporadic 
riffe, machine gun and infantry mortar 
fire and were exposed to bombs from air- 
planes engaged in the bombing of nearby 
buildings when they rescued a guard of 
four enlisted men and a quantity of U.S. 
Government property, including machine 
gins and ammunition, from a freight car 
that had been “spotted” near the station 
prior to the outbreak of hostilities there. 
The freight car was being used in con- 
junction with the movement of the Third 
Battalion of the 15th Infantry from Camp 
Burrowes, Chinwangtao, China, to the 
American Barracks in Tientsin. Many 
spectators witnessed the special review 
and ceremony which was held in Lieu- 
tenant Stilwell’s honor in the 29th Infan- 
try cuartel. The review was staged by 
the second Battalion of the 29th Infantry.

Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, USA, is the 
representative of the War Department.

a draft of a bill embodying a proper solu- 
tion of the enlisted pay situation of the 
armed services. 

“Pursuant to this request, I have desig- 
nated Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, Personnel Division, 
as the chief War Department representa- 
tive on the joint committee which it will 
he necessary to establish in order to com- 
ply with the request of Senator Sheppard. 

“It is suggested that the designation of 
an official representative for each inter- 
ested service will constitute an appro- 
priate and sufficient action for the initia- 
tion of the required studied, and that the 
department representatives may then pro- 
ceed of their own initiative to accomplish 
the appropriate joint action requested by 
Senator Sheppard. 

“T shall be pleased to receive notice of 
the persons designated to represent your 
Department. Your views as to the proper 
procedure in this matter will be very wel- 
come, IT trust that it will be possible to 
work out a program to the advantage of 
the armed services and the national de- 
fense.”

Bombing of Civilian Populations 

The aerial bombardment of civilian 
populations such as has occurred in the 
Italo-Ethiopia, Spanish, and Sino-Japa- 
nese Wars is held by the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, Maj. Gen. Allen W. 
Gullion, to be in conflict with the princi- 
ples of international law. 

Declaring that Article 25 of the Hague 
Convention forbidding the bombardment 
of undefended towns is still a part of in- 
ternational law and applicable to aerial 
bombing, General Gullion told the Inter- 
national Congress of Juridical Experts, 
meeting in Luxemburg this month, that 
neither one nation or a few nations, can 
change a principle or create a new rule of 
international law with this respect, with- 
out the “general assent of the civilized 
nations.” 

Attending the Congress as the official 
delegate of the United States, the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, said: 

“The basic principles of necessity, hu- 
manity and chivalry in the unwritten 
rules of the law of war and the rule as to 
the status of the civilian population have 
long been accepted and recognized princi- 
ples of international law. It would seem 
that there should be slight difficulty in the 
application of such fundamental princi- 
ples among enlightened nations. 

“However, it appears that there has 
been of comparatively recent years much 
confused thinking in connection with the 
application of these principles. The view 
has been seriously advanced that wars 
may be more quickly won and terminated 
by the use of aircraft to terrorize the 
civilian population by the dropping of 
bombs and the use of asphyxiating and 
toxic gases so as to cause the civilian 
population to bring pressure to bear on 
their government to sue for peace. This 
view contemplates war directly against 
civilian populations, instead of the armed 
forces, 

“Of course, such a method of warfare 
is at variance with principles which have 
long been accepted as principles of inter- 
national law. 

“It would seem that despite the inven- 
tion of new appliances and use in warfare 
the applicable principles of international 
law are still with respect to the protec- 
tion of the civilian population the same 
as they were before the new appliances 
came into use as instruments of warfare, 
It would seem clear, of course, that de- 
sire or capacity to use new and more 
deadly appliances can have no effect upon 
the basic principles of necessity, human- 
ity and chivalry which have been long 
accepted as unwritten principles in the 
law of war.” 

General Gullion addressed the Inter- 
national Congress on the subject of “The 
Present State of International Law as to 
the Protection of the Civil Population 
from Aerial Bombardments.” In his 
paper, he touched on the use of gas and 
bombs on civil centers in Ethiopia, Spain 
and China. Emphasizing that he spoke 
from unofficial reports, the Judge Advo- 
cate General declared that the Italians 
used gas in the combat zone in Ethiopia 
successfully, but that bombardment in the 
rear areas to terrorize the civilian popula- 
tions failed, Aerial bombardment of cities, 
not incident to operations against mill- 
tary installations, have occurred in Spain, 
in contravention of international law, he 
declared, minimizing its effectiveness, 

The Judge Adcovate General began his 
address with an exposition of the nature 
of international law as it was understood 
by the great authorities of the past, Gro- 
tius, Vattel and Gentill, He showed how 
the law had developed consistently with 
their views, that is, that every permis- 
sible act of war must square with rea- 
son and with the instinct of an enlight- 
ened humanity as measured by the abso- 
lute necessity of the case, He discussed 
the unwritten rules of land warfare which 
are based on the principles of humanity, 
chivalry and necessity and told of the et- 
forts to codify the law. Extracts from his 
paper follow : 

Efforts in the codification of the law with 
respect to aerial bombardment and the effect 
of such efforts on existing basic principles, 
In this connection, international legislation 
with reference to bombardment should be 
briefly noticed. The Brussels Conference of

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General Harbord Speaks 


Addressing the American-Japan So- 
clety at a luncheon on July 9 in New York, 
Major General James G. Harbord, USA- 
Ret., Chairman of the Board of the Radio 
©Corporation of America, made some in- 
teresting observations concerning Japan. 
As a retired officer of the Army, subject 
to its requirements, and if necessary to 
its discipline, General Harbord felt he 
could not with propriety comment on the 
policies of his own or a friendly Nation. 
With his usual facility for charming ex- 
pression of his thoughts, he described the 
“lovely islands set like pearls in the 
northern seas,” and remarked that the 
Sun Goddess must have foreseen the 
quality of her sons and daughters, “for 
she choose for them a land where almost 
nothing but beauty comes without hard 
work; where nature almost defies sub- 
jection; where few things grow without 
lavish toil; and where perhaps half the 
terrain cannot be made to produce any- 
thing but scenery.” He continued : 


“Being Goddess, She must also have 
foreseen that in all the long centuries to 
come there would be scarcely a decade 
without its major disaster,—earthquake, 
flood, tidal waves, drouth, storm and 
stress. She knew that this sturdy race 
without yielding would bend before the 
storms, persevere in the cultivation of an 
unfriendly soil, struggle without ceasing, 
gaining courage from hardship, strength 
from misfortune, fulfilling the destiny of 
her Imperial race. There is within my 
knowledge of history no race which has 
had a more difficult struggle for existence 
or has gained greater victory over adverse 
nature. And the political evolutionary 
struggles of this people have been no less 
stormy than their battle with their sur- 
rounding. For a thousand years battle 
lines swayed back and forth across these 
islands, blood has soaked almost every 
piece of level ground, in the weary con- 
tendings of rival clans, tribes, chieftains 
and princely families. Only another is- 
land kingdom is comparable, Britain, with 
the bloody struggles between Anglo, Dane, 
Norman, Scot, and Briton down to the 
Wars of the Roses and the later struggle 
between Charles and the Parliament. 
Japan has surely worked out her destiny 
through blood and tears. She has done 
it alone. So far as I know Japan has 
never had an ally except in the Great 
War. In the language of American busi- 
ness she has ‘been on her own,’ and she 
still is. 


“For half a generation my Corporation 
has known Japan as a fair, honorable 
partner, asking no more than she gives. 
In the short period of thirty-two years 
during which I have had some slight ac- 
quaintanece with Japan she has changed 
from an agricultural peasant nation to 
one of the most highly industrialized em- 
pires of all time. Within three genera- 
tions she has travelled from almost com- 
plete isolation to a position among the 
Great Powers. No other people has ever 
accomplished so much in so short a time. 
Meanwhile the old island home remains 
the same size and for every two million 
people who die each year, three million 
Japanese babies are born. There come 





times in the life of nations as with in- 
dividuals when self-preservation seems 
the first law. Japan faces many diffi- 
culties. She is under great stress. Surely 
her friends should not add to her diffi- 
culties by criticising except where in 
sure possession of all facts. Under all the 
circumstances I believe that fair play de- 
mands that judgment on her policies be 
withheld for the time.” 





Award of Mackay Trophy

son, for his work in this striking develop- 
ment. 

The automatic landing system was de- 
signed by Captain Crane, Director of the 
Instrument and Navigation Laboratory at 
Wright Fid. and, working with Captain 
Holloman, he conducted practically all of 
the flight tests which brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion the automatic landing 
system. The various units of automatic 
control were designed by these officers, 
Mr. Stout, and Mr. ©. D. Barbulesco, of 
the Signal Corps Aircraft Radio Labo- 
ratory, which laboratory assisted ma- 
terially in the design and construction of 
various units entering into the automatic 
landing system. 

The Mackay Trophy was tendered to 
the Aero Club of America in 1912 by Mr. 
Clarence H. Mackay, the deed of gift 
stipulating that it was to be awarded an- 
nually to the officer or officers of the 
United States Army making the most 
meritorious flight of the year. The Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, successor 
to the Aero Club of America, is the pres- 
ent custodian of this trophy. 

Associated with the Mackay Trophy are 
most of the highlights in the history of 
Army aviation, such as the first non-stop 
flight across the American Continent by 
Lieutenants Kelly and Macready; the 
first flight around the world under the 
leadership of Capt. Lowell H, Smith ; and 
the Army Good Will Flight Around South 
America led by Major Herbert A. Dargue. 
Since 1912, the Mackay Trophy has been 
awarded annually by the War Depart- 
ment for meritorious flights with the ex- 
ception of the year 1917, Of noteworthy 
interest in connection with the award of 
this Trophy is the fact that Brig. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, Assistant Chief of the 
Air Corps, is a two-time winner thereof. 
Ile received the first award in 1912 for a 
reconnaissance flight in the early Wright 
biplane from College Park, Md., to Ft. 
Myer, Va., Alexandria, Va., and return to 
College Park, and the second award, 2: 
years later, for his leadership of a 
squadron of ten B-10 Martin Bombers 
from Washington, D. C., to Fairbanks, 
Alaska, and return, in July-August, 1934. 
Kighteen years ago, the Trophy was also 
awarded for a_ meritorious flight to 
Alaska (New York to Nome), that ex- 
pedition in 1920 being headed by Capt. St. 
Clair Streett. 

Two early Army fliers, still in active 
service, Who won the Mackay Trophy are 
Cols. Shepler W. FitzGerald and Byron 
Q). Jones, Air Corps, the former receiving 
it in 1914 for a reconnaissance flight and 
the latter the following year for estab- 
lishing an American duration record. Two 
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Air Corps officers still in the service who 
share with General Arnold the distinc- 
tion of being two-time winners of the 
Trophy are Majors Lowell H. Smith and 
Oakley G. Kelly. Major Smith won the 
award in 1919 for his participation in the 
Transcontinental Reliability Test Flight 
in the fall of that year, and in 1924 for 
his leadership of the Around-the-World 
Flight. Major Kelly jointly with former 
Captain John A. Macready, won the 
Trophy in 1922 for a record-breaking 
duration flight, and in the following year 
for the successful culmination of the first 
non-stop flight across the American Con- 
tinent. Incidentally, Major Kelly’s flying 
partner (Captain Macready) is the only 
three-time winner of the Trophy, for he 
also received it in 1921 for a record-break- 
ing altitude flight. A member of the 
Around-the-World Flight, who is now in 
civil life, is also a two-time winner of the 
Trophy. This individual, Major Erik H. 
Nelson, participated also in the Alaskan 
Expedition in 1920. 

Captain Crane, a native of San An- 
tonio, Texas, where he was born on Oct. 
20, 1900, is an honor graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Dayton, Ohio. He was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in the Air 
Service, July 5 1924. 

Captain Holloman, a native of Rich 
Square, N. C., where he was born on Sep- 
tember 17, 1902, graduated from North 
Carolina State College in 1925. Commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the Regular 
Army, Sept. 24, 1925, he was assigned to 
the 29th Infantry and was stationed at 
It. Benning, Ga., for two years. Detailed 
to the Air Corps, he completed the pri- 
mary flying course at Brooks Field, and 
the advanced flying course at Kelly Field, 
where he specialized in Observation Avia- 
tion, and received the rating of Airplane 
Pilot and Airplane Observer, June 25, 
1928, 

The National Aeronautic Association, 
Washington, D. C., custodian of the 
Mackay Trophy under the terms of the 
grant by the donor, will announce in the 
near future the date and place of the 
ceremonies incident to the presentation 
of the trophy to Captains Crane and Hol- 
loman.

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Interpret New Selection Law 
(Continued from First Page) 


changes will be asked. 

The digest published this week calls 
attention to a feature of the new system 
about which little has been said. This 
is in connection with the directive that 
selection boards select out for discharge 
officers with unsatisfactory records, Not 
only will boards be required to name for 
discharge oflicers who are passed over 
who have unsatisfactory records, but 
must go over the records of all officers 
before it in this connection. In the past, 
the boards have started at the top of the 
list and culled through those at the top, 
usually going through one class each 
year. When they selected the full num- 
ber allowed they stopped and made their 
report. Now, after doing this, they will 
be required to go through the records 
of all officers not reached but who are 
eligible and decide if any of them should 
be discharged because of unsatisfactory 
records. 

The text of the circular letter follows: 

1. By the Act of June 23, 1938, important 
changes have been made in the basic promo- 
tion law for the line of the Navy and the 
Marine Corps. The following discussion of 
this new law as applicable to the Navy, sub- 
ject to later legal decisions, and a copy of the 
text thereof, are furnished for the informa- 
tion of the Naval Service, This discussion is 
somewhat general; reference to the text of 
the law may supply details not discussed. 

2. The Act applies to the Line of the Navy, 
exclusive of warrant and commissioned war- 
rant officers, and to the Marine Corps, but not 
to the staff corps of the Navy. 

8. The law is intended as a substitution for 
several prior Acts regarding promotion in the 
line of the Navy. Consequently a number of 
the provisions of the prior Acts have been 
restated, with modifications in some instances, 
as well as new provisions covering basic 
changes in the system, 

Provisions of Prior Law Restated, or Modified 

4. The continuing requirements, restated or 
modified from the prior law, cover the fol- 
lowing :— 

(a) The authorized strength of the com- 
missioned line of the Navy is set at 54% per 
cent of the authorized enlisted strength, 
thereby authorizing 7562 officers, as compared 
with the previous 4% per cent, or 6531, 

(b) The previous percentages for the an- 
nual distribution of the total number of offi- 
cers among the several grades remain in ef- 
fect; actually however these percentages will 
be greatly modified by the special provisions 
of the Act, such as the retention on the active 
list of officers promoted as fitted and recom- 
mended for such retention, as later discussed. 
Increases in the upper grades to accommodate 
these fitted officers are balanced by reductions 
in the numbers allotted to the grades of lieu- 
tenant and below. Additional numbers are ex- 
cluded from computations, but previous non- 
selection additional number lieutenants and 
lieutenants (jg) are made regular numbers, 
(This change occasioned the recent redistribu- 
tion, and the resultant promotions.) Previous 
restrictions on the number of captains and 
commanders in peacetime are removed, and 
the limitation on the number of rear admirals 
is increased from 58 to 70. : 

(c) Promotions from grade to grade (to 
lieutenant and above) are made only upon 
recommendation by selection boards, Nothing 
in the Act interferes with the promotion of 
officers on the promotion lists at the date of 
the Act. To avoid delay in their promotion 
lieutenants (jg) on the promotion list, who 
would under existing law be promoted to the 
grade of lieutenant prior to June 1, 1939, will 
be promoted on the same date they would have 
been promoted under the old law. The 
Bureau's calculations indicate that thereafter 
all lieutenants (jg) will be promoted shortly 
after their selections. 

(d) Selection boards for promotion to the 
grades of rear admiral, captain, and com- 
mander are composed of nine rear admirals. A 
rear admiral is no longer required to head the 
junior selection board, considering lieutenants 
and lieutenants (jg), since the board may be 
composed of any officers “above the rank of 
commander.” "No officer may be a member of 
two successive selection boards for the con- 
sideration of officers for promotion for the 
same grades. The oath taken by members of 
the board is practically unchanged, 

(e) Officers of four years’ service in each of 
the upper grades, and three years’ in the 
grades of lieutenant (jg), including time on 
the promotion list, are eligible for considera- 
tion by selection boards, After one year from 
the date of the Act, eligible lists for considera- 
tion for selection to Heutenant commander 
and lieutenant may not contain more officers, 
exclusive of those previously considered, than 
twice the number of vacancies available. Offi- 





cers not physically qualified are not eligible. 
(It is the present intention that, in the ab- 
sence of later reports, a report, on the an- 
nual physical examination, of fitness to per- 
form the duties of the present grade will be 
considered adequate evidence of physical 
qualification for eligibility.) Officers (except 
Engineering Duty Only and Aeronautical En- 
gineering Duty Only officers) may not be 
promoted before completion of two years’ sea 
service in the grade, including time on the 
promotion list, but there is no sea service re- 
quired for eligibility for selection. 

(f) The selection board is furnished by the 
Secretary of the Navy with the estimated num- 
ber of vacancies which will occur before the 
end of the fiscal year next after that in which 
the board is meeting, with the names of eligi- 
ble officers, and the records of such officers. 
Medical records, previously included in the 
papers furnish@d the board, are now excluded 
therefrom. 

(gz) The selection boards recommend for 
promotion (select) those officers whom they 
consider best fitted for promotion, in number 
not exceeding the number of vacancies fur- 
nished it by the Secretary. 

(h) The selection of officers assigned to en- 
gineering-duty-only is based upon their com- 
parative fitness for the duties prescribed for 
them by law. The selection of aeronautical- 
engineering-duty officers is based upon their 
comparative fitness among themselves for 
their technical duties. 

(i) The vote of six members of the Board 
is required for the selection of an officer as 
best fitted or for his adjudgment as fitted for 
promotion (see later). The board's report is 
submitted to the President for approval or 
disapproval. Deficiencies created by the re- 
jection by the President of any officer or offi- 
cers selected as best fitted are to be replaced 
by the board by the selection of other offi- 
cers. 

(j) The Secretary is empowered, with the 
approval of the President, to remove the name 
of any officer from the promotion list, for 
sbmission to the next ensuing board, 

(k) Any officer eligible for consideration for 
selection may address communications to the 
selection board within ten days after its meet- 
ing, inviting attention to any matter of record 
in the Navy Department concerning himself. 

(1) The pay of officers retiring is in general 
computed as under the prior law, at 2% per 
cent per year of service, counting a fractional 
period of over six months as a full year. 

5. From the above it will be seen that the 
basic system of selection of officers best fitted 
for promotion is not materially altered. 

New Provisions in the Law 

6. Recognizing that in the new law few 
changes have been made with respect to the 
selection of best fitted officers, it is apparent 
that the basic changes refer primarily to the 
disposition of those officers who are not 
selected as best fitted for promotion, These 
changes, and other new provisions, are: 

(a) The prior law requiring the retirement 
of officers after completing given periods of 
commissioned service, if not selected for pro- 
motion prior to such completion, and irrespec- 
tive of whether they had actually been con- 
sidered by a selection board, is no longer in 
effect. In substitution, officers are not retired 
(or discharged—as later stated) by reason of 
non-selection until they have twice failed of 
selection as best fitted for promotion (defined 
in the law as not having been so selected while 
an officer junior to them has been selected— 
equivalent to the generally accepted term 
“passed over’), Thus all officers have two op- 
portunities for selection as best fitted in each 
grade in which they serve. 

(b) Commanders, lieutenant commanders, 
and lieutenants who fail of selection as best 
fitted by one board and are not selected as 
best fitted by the next succeeding board, may 
be adjudged as fitted for promotion by this 
same board. A percentage of the officers ad- 
judged fitted are recommended for retention 
on the active list. This percentage is fixed by 
direction of the President to meet the immedi- 
ate requirements of the Navy. 

(c) Upon approval of the Board's report by 
the President, the lists of best fitted and 
fitted officers are merged into one promotion 
list, and the officers thereon are promoted and 
take rank in their new grades in their order 
of seniority on the Navy list at the time of 
the board’s report. Officers on earlier promo- 
tion lists, resulting from preceding boards’ 
recommendations, are promoted before those 
recommended by succeeding boards. The best 
fitted officers are promoted to fill vacancies as 
they occur; the fitted officers are promoted, 
without regard to vacancies, at the same time 
as their next senior best fitted officer. 

(d) Fitted officers recommended for reten- 
tion continue on the active list in the respec- 
tive grades of captain, commander and lieu- 
tenant-commander until they have completed 
thirty, twenty-eight and twenty-six years’ 
commissioned service (including service as a 
commissioned warrant officer, active commis- 
sioned service in the Naval Reserve Force, 
service as a midshipman after graduation 


from the Naval Academy, and service under a 
temporary commission in the Navy.) Upon 
the completion of such service they retire if 
not further selected as best fitted for the next 
higher grade, for which they become eligible 
after the required four years’ service in their 
grade, They are not eligible for further ad- 
judgment as fitted, Priority in assignment to 
duty shall be accorded to officers who were 
selected as best fitted. 

(e) Officers adjudged fitted for promotion 
but not recommended for retention continue 
on the active list until their promotion date, 
and are then retired upon their promotion 
(but not earlier than six months after the re- 
port of the Board which has adjudged them 
fitted), with the retired pay of the grade from 
which promoted. A safe-guarding clause also 
delays the retirement under these conditions 
of officers now in the grades above lieutenant 
(jz) until under the prior law they would 
have retired if not selected, For example, an 
officer now a lieutenant commander, who is 
promoted as fitted to commander and is not 
recommended for retention, is not to be re- 
tired until he has completed twenty-one years’ 
commissioned service, 

(f) Officers who have failed of selection by 
one board and have neither been selected as 
best fitted, nor adjudged fitted (in grades 
where this latter is permitted), by the next 
succeeding board are neither retained on the 
active list nor promoted, If captains or com- 
manders, they will be retired at the end of 
the fiscal year of the second board’s meeting. 
If lieutenant commanders or lieutenants, they 
will be discharged with two years’ pay; if 
lieutenants (jz) with one year’s pay. 

By a safe-guarding clause, however, officers 
now in the grades of lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant,—and lieutenants (junior 
grade) now additional numbers by reason of 
non-selection after seven or more years’ com- 
missioned service—may, in lieu of this dis- 
charge, elect to continue on the active list 
until they complete the period allowed them 
under the prior law—twenty-one years for 
lieutenant commanders and lieutenants, four- 
teen years for lieutenants (jg)—and then be 
retired. Also lieutenant commanders and be- 
low, commissioned from warrant or commis- 
sioned warrant grades in accordance with the 
general law (but not those commissioned as a 
result of war service), may revert to commis- 
sioned warrant grades instead of being retired 
or discharged on failure of selection. Further- 
more, lieutenants who served in the Navy or 
Naval Reserve Force before November 12, 1918, 
if and when retired after non-selection and 
non-adjudgment as fitted, and if of 21 years’ 
service at that time, are promoted to lieuten- 
ant commander on the retired list, with the 
retired pay of that grade. 

Similarly a safe-guarding provision permits 
present-day captains and commanders, due to 
retirement under the new law on June 30 after 
the second failure of selection, to delay their 
retirement until the retirement date under the 
prior law—thirty-five and twenty-eight years 
of commissioned service respectively—if the 
new law retirement date would otherwise 
be earlier. 

(gz) All officers who have hitherto failed of 
selection, irrespective of the number of times 
they have so failed, are now considered as 
having failed but once. Therefore no retire- 
ments for non-selection were effected June 30, 
1938, and all officers due for such retirement 
on that date under the prior law are con- 
tinued on the active list until they have had 
one further chance of selection, Thus captains 
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lieutenant commanders of 1917 and lieutep. 
ants (jg) of 1924 who had not been Selected 
and who would have retired, are continued gy 
the active list. (No lieutenants were go x» 
tained, as none were on the point of nop. 
selection retirement). Such captains of the 
classes of 1903 and 1904 and lieutenants (jg) 
of 1924 and 1925 as fail of selection as beg 
fitted this fiscal year will retire on June % 
1939 (assuming that the lieutenants (jg) exer. 
cise their option to retire rather than be dig. 
charged). Commanders of the class of 1910 ang 
those of 1911 who have already failed of sel. 
tion, and lieutenant commanders of the classes 
of 1917 and 1918, who are not selected ag beg 
fitted nor adjudged fitted, will retire likewig. 
on June 30, 1939 (again assuming that the 
lieutenant commanders will elect retiremen 
rather than discharge). No lieutenants will re. 
tire on June 30, 1939. 

(h) In general all officers retained on th 
active list, either as employed fitted officers o 
by the safeguarding clauses, become ineligible 
for selection after having failed of selection 
by two successive boards, All officers thug 
have no more than two opportunities fg 
selection in each grade, 

(i) Selection boards are required to report 
the names of any officers, of less than twenty. 
one years’ service among those whose records 
are before them, whose reports and record 
indicate unsatisfactory performance of duty 
and a probable inability satisfactorily to per. 
form the duties of a higher grade. Such of. 
cers are to be honorably discharged with not 
more than two years’ pay if lieutenant com- 
manders or lieutenants, or one year’s pay if 
lieutenants (jg). 

(j) When an officer fails on examination for 
promotion, after selection as best fitted or 
adjudgment as fitted :—If he fails on the phy- 
sical examination and is subsequently re 
tired for physical disability contracted in line 
of duty, he is retired in the grade for whid 
he was selected, or adjudged fitted, with three 
fourths the pay of that grade. If he fails o 
the professional examination, he is retired ia 
his present grade on thé-n@ f June 30, with 
pay computed as in 4 (1) above, if of ove 
20 years’ service; honorably discharged with 
one year’s pay, if of less service. 

(k) Any line officer may voluntarily retire 
in the discretion of the President, if of ove 
20 years’ commissioned service. Non-Naval 
Academy officers, hitherto privileged to retin 
voluntarily at any time, may not now volun 
tarily retire short of the 20-year limit. 

(1) Line officers who have been specially 
recommended for their performance of duty 
in actual combat by the Secretary of the 
Navy (or other cabinet officer if such duty wai 
performed under him) are on retirement (& 
cept when retired and promoted after failure 
on physical examination for promotion) ad 
vanced one grade, but with three-fourths the 
pay of their grade on the active list. 

(m) The prior 2-year probationary period 
on initial commissioning is extended to | 
years, effective for line officers first commis 
sioned after the date of the Act. Officers who 
commissions are revoked during this proba: 
tionary period are discharged without pay 
ment, as opposed to the prior law which per 
mitted the grant of not more than one yeart 
pay. Selection boards considering lieutenants 
(jg) are required to report any officers lack 
ing in aptitude for the naval service, and the 
commissions of such officers are to be revoked 

(n) The Secretary of the Navy is authorise 
to restrict the number of Naval Academy 
graduates commissioned annually; excell

The Coast Guard personnel board was 
reconvened at Coast Guard Hearquarters 
jp Washington on July 18. The same offi- 
cers that sat on the first board were 
ed to the one meeting this week. Rear 
Admiral R. R. Waesche, Commandant of 
Coast Guard, commenting on the recon- 
yening of the board, said that it was 
hoped that no additional legal technicali- 
ties would be uncovered to interfere with 
the operation of the board, pointing out 
that the newly drawn up rules and regu- 
ations governing personnel boards are 
ipcorporated in the convening order. 

He also said that the new rules and 
regulations would not be made public at 
this time, because of the fact that this 
hoard will set the precedent for future 
poards, and it is desired that everything 
be “squared away” in proper style.

graduates to receive an honorable discharge 
with one year’s pay. Any graduates deemed 
inapt for the naval service may not be com- 
missioned but are to be honorably discharged 
without pay. 

(o) Promotion to the grade of rear admiral 
at an average rate of not less than eight 
officers a year is to be assured by the retire- 
ment annually, on recommendation of a board 
composed of the Chief of Naval Operations, 
the Commander-in-Chief, U. 8. Fleet, and the 
Commander Battle Force, of sufficient rear 
admirals to produce an average number of 
dght vacancies in that grade per year for the 
fiscal years subsequent to the passage of the 
Act. 

(p) The Department is required to establish 
a uniform system of efficiency records. The 
improvement of fitness reports and officers’ 
records has been a constant endeavor of this 
Bureau ; efforts thereto will be continued. 

7. This new law is now in effect. The selec- 
tion boards meeting during this fiscal year 
will operate under its provisions, and the pro- 
motion of officers selected or adjudged fitted 
will be governed thereby. All officers who 
have now failed of selection one or more times 
are eligible for selection as best fitted and all 
except captains and lieutenants (jg) are 
digible for adjudgment as fitted. 

& The usual dates of convening of the selec- 
tion boards may be slightly advanced this 
fiscal year, but no boards will be convened im- 
mediately. Promotions resulting from the 
reommendations of these boards will follow 
the promotion of those officers, if any, re- 
maining on the promotion lists at the time of 
the boards’ reports. Fitted ‘officers will then 
be promoted at the same time as the best 
fitted officers next senior to them on the pro- 
motion lists. In general it may be expected 
that the officers at the head of the promotion 
lists established by these coming boards will 
be promoted approximately on the dates, with 
respect to the date of the report of the sev- 
eral boards, following :—

THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY and its dependencies, the contingents forming 
the small Army of the United States either are engaged in or preparing for maneuvers 
designed to make officers and men more efficient for the national defense. A list of them 
is impressive—Air Corps maneuvers, maneuvers in the Philippines and the Cana] 
Zone, maneuvers in all the Corps Areas except the first, Air Corps maneuvers, 
Mechanized Cavalry maneuvers, Army Command Post exercise, Railway Artillery 
exercise, and Joint Army and Navy maneuvers. The value of these several operations 
the Army knows, and it is gratifying to realize that it is also appreciated by Con- 
gress, which in compliance with the excellent statements made by General Malin 
Craig, Chief of Staff, and by Brig. Gen. George P. Tyner, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, 
appropriated the money needed to pay the expenses incurred. Because of the size of 
the country and the travel cost involved, a concentration of the Army for a grand 
maneuvers desirable as it would be, is not in contemplation, But with the smaller 
commands, with the methods pursued to theorize defensive and offensive operations, 
training is conducted which familiarizes officers with the maneuvering of troops and 
their supply ; and the critiques that follow describe the observance of sound military 
principles and expose weaknesses, which are of absorbing interest both to those par- 
ticipating and those who read them; and the result is a natural increase in personne! 
efficiency. Particular attention will be paid this year to the maneuvers which will 
be conducted in the Fourth and Eighth Corps Area, comprising the Third Army under 
the command of Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley. Taking part in the maneuvers 
will be the Regular Forces, the National Guard and the Reserves; and civilians will 
have an object lesson in connection with air operations. Involved in the several ma- 
neuvers will be such matters as the use of motorized and mechanized fighting units 
and supply trains, local purchases of foods, gasoline, etc., which will indicate the ex- 
tent of the cooperation between the merchants and the quartermasters, and, especially, 
the character of the relations existing between the troops and the residents of the 
localities they penetrate. The people will have in the United States an excellent op- 
portunity to note the fine character of the Army for which they pay and officers and 
men will learn of the esteem in which they are held. So from many points of view, 
from that of training as well as that of civilian contact maneuvers are proving 
that they are of the value which the General Staff anticipated when it started them. 


IN CONNECTION WITH THE RECENT ELECTION of Maj. Gen. Denis FE. 
Nolan, USA-Ret., as President of the Association of Graduates of West Point, 
we have received a letter from Major General James G. Harbord, USA-Ret., the 
sentiments of which we heartily endorse. General Harbord says: 

“The Association of Graduates was formed in 1869 to cherish the memories 
of the Military Academy, and to promote its welfare and that of its -graduates. 
Until 1897, the President of the Association was the senior living graduate, Since 
then the President has been elected from the members of the Association, Of the 
7,500 living graduates of the Academy, over 5,500 are members of the Association, 
and 200 former Cadets are associate members. Until very recently, the Association 
has never occupied in the educational world the position and prestige that usually 
surround the Alumni Associations of the great educational institutions of the 
country. For many years, very few officers returned to the Academy at graduation 
until interest received an impetus by the celebration of the One Hundredth Anni- 
versary of the Academy in 1902. Growing out of that, however, an Alumni Day 
was finally adopted, and the ceremonies on that day have grown in beauty and 
solemnity to climax the beautiful one held this year. As the years have passed 
the Association has grown in activities until today it is a really active Alumni 
organization. The Presidency of the Association is the greatest honor which 
graduates of the Academy themselves can bestow upon one of its sons. At the 
annual meeting of the Association at the Academy at West Point on June 18th, 
Major General Denis BE, Nolan was elected President of the Association to succeed 
Major General Robert C. Davis, who had completed two tours as President. 
General Nolan is a worthy successor to him and to all the other distinguished 
officers who have preceded him as President of the Association.” 

The sentiments expressed by General Harbord are likewise those of General 
Pershing, who was so ably and effectively served by General Nolan as Chief of 
G-2 of the AEF in France. 


IT IS COMFORTING TO KNOW THAT UNDER the wise direction of Admiral 
Leahy, the Navy will refuse to listen to the advocates of a divided Fleet, but will re- 
tain the unified command which is essential for the protection of America and its vital 
interests. To create an Atlantic as well as a Pacific Fleet would be to make a naval 
blunder that might seriously jeopardize the security of the country. Such action, if 
taken, would be accepted by Japan as an indication of our retirement from the Pacific 
sphere, and be regarded by the Totalitarian Governments of Europe as a move to re- 
enforce Great Britain and France. The interest of our peace justifies the maintenance 
of the Fleet as a unit, its continuance in the Pacific with, perhaps, more frequent 
visits to the Caribbean Sea and Atlantic Ports.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Moves by the Great Powers on the world’s checkerboard this week 
have brought about another of those crises, which, in the past, have been successfully 
surmounted. On the eve of the visit of the King and Queen of Great Britain to Paris, in- 
tended to demonstrate the rapproachment existing between the British and French Govy- 
ernments and peoples, Hitler recently advised Prime Minister Chamberlin that “every- 
thing is capable of arrangement,” and proposed a “non-violent” solution of the Czech 
problem, This representation was promptly contradicted by the reiteration by the Sude- 
ten-German leader, Konrad Henlein,of demands for a kind of autonomy, which are clear- 
ly unacceptable to the Czech Government ; and Japan entered strong protests at Moscow 
against alleged Soviet operations on the Manchuquo border, which were summarily 
rejected. Undoubtedly, the three Totalitarian Powers are concerned over the Paris cele- 
bration, emphasizing as it does the close relations existing between the Democratic 
Nations, and occurring at the time when the Czech question was reaching another 
stage of national and international interest. Hitler’s overtures mean little since they 
were not accompanied by proofs of a real desire for peace. Indeed, the unchanged 
attitude of Henlein would indicate the contrary, since the world knows of Der Fuhrer’s 
control of that Sudeten-German leader. Moreover, suspicious as everyone is of Hitler, 
it is recalled that in the past he has prefaced every warlike move with an assurance 
of peace. It is noteworthy also that the Italian Press has ignored the visit of the 
British Sovereigns to Paris, which would indicate that Mussolini does not propose to 
have the Italian people informed of the combination that conceivably might be brought 
into operation against him. Doubtless to bring popular support behind the Govern- 
ment in the Chinese war, as well as to assist her allies in Europe, Japan has instituted 
a sharp press campaign against Russia in connection with the protests made concerning 
Manchuquo, and is reported to be concentrating a large force upon the border of that 
country. While Japanese troops are progressing toward Hankow with the likelihood 
of its eurly capture, which will necessitate the transfer by Chiang-Sai-Chek of his 
headquarters farther into the interior, the fact remains that the territory conquered 
being only thinly held, is subject to constant guerrilla raids which menace Japanese 
control and communications. This is confirmed by the Japanese note to the United 
States relative to the return of Americans to the lower Yangtze Valley from which 
they were excluded by Japanese troops. “There are at present,” the Foreign Minister 
said, “hidden at many places remnants of defeated soldiers who are continually ap- 
pearing and departing, and it cannot be predicted when incidents will occur.” This is 
an admission that there are not adequate Japanese forces in the country taken over to 
provide protection, which confirms the reports that the Tokyo Government is retain- 
ing a formidable Army in Manchuquo for possible use against the Soviets. Embarrass- 
ing also to Japan is a cholera outbreak. Moscow, concerned over the Far East, is nat- 
urally less interested in what may develop in connection with Checho-Slovakia, which 
Stalin repeatedly has said Russia will defend against German invasion. Both Hitler 
and Mussolini have clearly shown that they want to weaken the alliance between 
France and Russia, and it is quite possible the overtures to Britain made by the former 
have this object in view. No one in Washington believes that Paris and Moscow will 
fall for such a maneuver, since only the continuance of their alliance will assure 
further hesitancy by Hitler in his course relative to Czecho-Slovakia. More and more 
it has become apparent that Europe is divided into an armed camp, with the old alli- 
ances in force, and in view of the fact that British rearmament has reached the point 
where it is no longer necessary to retreat on all fronts, it is possible that peace will be 
preserved through the balance of strength which has been developed. However, it 
should always be remembered that dictators live only when they are marching for- 
ward, and Hitler and Mussolini must move in foreign fields in order to maintain their 
control at home. 

That British statesmen are looking forward to the time when American assistance 
in a war would be sought is shown by the debate in the House of Lords in support of 
the resumption of payment of the World War debt, or at least the initiation of 
negotiations to that end. To display the solidarity of the Western Hemisphere against 
war, Secretary Hull, on the occasion of the signature of the treaty for the arbitration 
of the Chaco dispute, offered a resolution, which was adopted by the Pan-American 
Union, stressing that throughout the American nation there exists a strong public 
opinion insistent on the abolishment of war as an instrument of international policy. 
To show that the United States is in favor of peaceful settlement of disputes, the Sec- 
retary simultaneously requested Mexico to agree to the arbitration of the controversy 
arising from that country’s seizure of American owned land. 











Far Eastern Military Situation—There has not been any advance during the past 
week by any of the Japanese forces operating in the Yangtze Valley. A Chinese counter 
offensive has developed along the eastern shore of Lake Poyang, directed generally at 
the Japanese-occupied cities of Hukow and Matang. The extent and character of this 
offensive movement are not yet definitely determined, 


Export of Helium—If helium exist in quantity in Brazil, as reported in the latest 
dispatches from Rio de Janeiro, American monopoly of the valuable gas will cease, 
and foreign nations no longer will be forced to depend upon our favor for supply. 
The news is especially interesting to Germany, whose application for sufficient 
to charge her latest Zeppelin was rejected by Secretary Ickes. It is true the re- 
lations of Germany and Brazil have reached a point of tension because of the 
failure of the Vardas Government to disclose a Nazi or Fascist character, and 
because of the prosecution of Nazi groups, but if Hitler be willing to abandon the 
policy of mutual goods exchange which Brazil has terminated, no doubt purchases 
can be made with currency. Commande: Rosendahl, who represented the Navy 
at the centenarian anniversary of the birth of Count Zeppelin, has just returned 
from Germany. He pointed out quite reasonably that if European Governments 
regarded the airship as a practicable unit for their armaments, they would be 
engaged in its construction; and he expressed the opinion that Germany is planning 
to provide this type only for peacetime commercial purposes. Because his observa- 
tions conflict with what he said in his book, they have been seized upon with a view 
to his discredit a political trick that the country will resent. However, while Europe, 
for geographical reasons, is not building the ships for military service, the Com- 
mander insists they can be of great value to America because of our long coast 
lines, and their fitness for patrol work. There can be no doubt of the logic of this 
viewpoint. The Naval Bureau of Aeronautics is now preparing plans for the air- 








ship which Congress authorized, and undoubtedly the conclusions Commande 
Rosendahl has reached will be utilized in their drafting. Before the plans finally 
are approved, they will be examined by the President, and his interest assures 4 
vessel which should be a great improvement upon those unfortunately destroyeg 
We note Commander Rosendahl has been assigned to the Milwaukee. He must hay 
sea service in order that he shall not be passed over for promotion. But it oceun 
to us that an exception should be made in his case. He is the outstanding Specialig 
in lighter than air operation. He has had opportunity given to no other Officer 
civilian in this country, to observe the effects of different kinds of construction 
gadgets, etc. It would seem most desirable that his services should be utilizeg ip 
the preparation of the plans, the construction of the vessel and in its operatiq 
when commissioned. We trust the Navy Department will not lose sight of thege 
facts, and use, this officer without detriment to his career, where he will be of the 
greatest value to air development and national defense. 


Naval Reserve Directors—The Bureau of Navigation has adopted a policy of 
issuing orders as “Director of Naval Reserve,—Naval District” to officers of command 
rank on duty at Naval District Headquarters, provided that they are concerned er. 
clusively with Naval Reserve matters and are the senior officer so assigned. Navy 
ollicers so designated, together with their districts, are as follows: 1st Naval District, 
Capt. J. T. Nelson, USNR; 3rd Naval District, Capt. S. F. Heim, USN ; 4th Nayal Dis 
trict, Comdr, EF.

Shore Development Board—Rear Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, president of th 
board which met last week in Washington to make a report on the Navy’s need fo 
the establishment of new or the amplification of old, shore establishments to care fo 
the needs of the fleet, said this week that the board would make a thorough study of 
the entire United States and its insular possessions. Admiral Hepburn said that oy 
possessions in the Pacific, including Guam, controversial spearhead of Pacific Strategy, 
would be the object of considerable attention. Admiral Hepburn, who up until a fey 
months ago held the Navy’s most important position afloat, that of commander in chi¢ 
of the United States Fleet, stated that a fleet needs and must have an adequate shor 
establishment to operate, and that the present board was meeting for the purpose of 
making recommendations to the Secretary of the Navy for presentation to the nert 
Congress as to exactly what is needed. When queried with regard to the naval develop 
ment in Alaska, Admiral Hepburn would make no comment other than to say that 
Alaska is of great importance and would receive the board’s most careful scrutiny, 

Observers concede that the board now meeting may be one of the most important 
gatherings of its kind in recent years, pointing out that Japan's abrogation of the 
London Naval Treaty leaves the United States with free hands in the development of 
naval facilities in the hitherto almost untouched sectors of our island possessions i 
the Far East, It is not known at the present time how long the board will remain i 
Washington, but informed authorities stated that it was expected that the board 
would leave Washington within the next three weeks on a tour of our naval facilitie 
in order to gather first hand information on shore base needs. 


Aviation Cadets Ruled Officers—In a change of regulations made public thi $ 
week, the Navy Department cleared up a question that has been under discussion fa 


some time. Since the inauguration of the Aviation Cadet Program, there has beent 
great deal of uncertainty as to the exact status occupied by Aviation Cadets while a 
active duty with the fleet. The Cadets have stood junior officer watches and occupied 
other junior officer posts aboard vessels to which they have been assigned, and i 
many other instances have occupied line officer billets. 

In an amendment to Article 149, Navy Regulations, the words “and aviatio 
cadets” have been inserted immediately following the word “midshipmen,” making the 
paragraph read, “Midshipmen and aviation cadets are, by law, officers in a qualified 
sense. They are classed as being of the line.” This change in Navy Regulations clean 
the issue, and establishes aviation cadets, while on active duty, as junior officers of the 
Navy. 


Naval Communication Reserve—The exact extent of radio activity by amatei 
operators in the United States was made known this week when the Navy Departmett 
revealed that there are now approximately 47,400 licensed amateur radio stations it 
the United States and its island possessions. At the same time figures were made pub 
lic showing that of the 4,500 enlisted men now in the Naval Communication Reserve 
2,600 own and operate their own amateur radio stations. ““This huge number of amt 
teur operators provides a dependable source of radiomen for the Navy and Navil 
Reserve,” said the Naval Reserve Bulletin. 

California leads the states with 5,800 licensed stations, as compared to New York’ 
4,950 and Illinois 3,200, Guam has 9, Hawaii 263, Puerto Rico 43, and Wake Island, 
one of the Navy’s patrol plane observation stations, 2. 


Emergency Flotation for Land Airplanes—The desirability of providing a meal 
of keeping a land airplane afloat in case of a forced landing on water was early reco 
nized. The Engineering Division, Air Service, worked on this problem at McCook Field 
following the World War. The first experiments were conducted on a DI-4 airplant 
fitted with an emergency flotation gear consisting of inflatable rubber bags mounted 
under the wings and air bags in the tail. Wing pontoons were installed near the wits 
tips and hydrovanes in front of the landing gear. The latter prevented nosing ov 
and supported the weight of the airplane in landing until sufficient speed had beet 
lost to prevent the bags from being torn off. A vane on the tail skid was used to hold 
the tail down. The tests indicated, however, that the hydrovane in front of the landing 
gear did not ride the surface of the water and the tail skid vane did not engage tbe 
water during landing. There was no tendency to nose over. 

There was no further development of emergency flotation gear by the Air Corp 
until about the year 1930. At that time the O-2H airplanes were equipped with emer 
gency flotation equipment which had been developed by the Navy. The Naval ge 
consisted of flotation bags folded into a quick-opening container installed inside th 
upper wing and a cylinder of liquid carbon dioxide fitted with a release valve. 
gear was operated by manual release, discharging the carbon dioxide into the systee. 
which in turn released and inflated the flotation bags. Since the bags were @ 
inside the wings and fuselage, there was practically no drag on the airplane. 

An Air Corps policy requiring emergency flotation on all airplanes required to fy 
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over water became effective in 1932. Specifications were prepared based on the Navy 
requirements. The equipment was rquired to operate automatically upon landing in 
the water. A manual release was provided for emergency. Considerable experimental 
work was necessary to establish the ratio of the cubical size of the bag containers in 
relation to the bag sizes. Automatic valves which could be operated either manually 
or automatically, together with a bag release operated by COz pressure, were devel- 
oped. And experimental gear was purchased and installed on a surveyed O-17 airplane 
which was rolled into Huffman Lake near Patterson Field to check the automatic 
yalves, time of inflation, and other characteristics. This type of flotation equipment 
was installed on practically all airplanes in foreign service. 





The advent of plywood-covered wings and of all-metal wings suggested the pos- 
sibility of using watertight compartments in the wings, tail surfaces, or fuselages for 
the desired flotation. Preliminary studies indicated that the watertight compart- 
ments could be built into the wings and other units of the airplane with less weight 
increase than by using gas-inflated bags. 

Accordingly, tentative requirements were set up and the Glenn L. Martin Com. 
pany was contacted regarding the possibility of incorporating watertight flotation 
in at least some of the B-10 or B-12 airplanes then under construction. The study of 
this problem indicated that the built-in flotation could be installed with a weight in- 
crease of approximately 50 pounds per airplane, as compared with a probable weight 
of 105 to 110 pounds for the COz equipment. Built-in flotation was included in the 
B-12A airplanes, 

Today all types of Air Corps combat airplanes, except single-place Pursuit and 
basic combat airplanes, are required to have a means of flotation when forced down 
on water. 

Built-in flotation in accordance with U. S. Army Specification 40233 is being in- 
corporated in all Air Corps airplanes, except as noted above. This specification re- 
quired that flotation be provided with 35 per cent excess buoyancy in the form of wa- 
tertight compartments in the wings, tail surfaces, or fuselage ; and that adequate vents 
be provided to prevent a differential pressure in excess of 12 pounds per square foot 
in either a climb or a dive from service ceiling. Provisions for using a bilge pump are 
also required in order to overcome leakage which might develop from age or stresses 
in landing. 

The specification also requires that the compartments be watertight and capable 
of holding a test water or air pressure for one hour without signs of leaks. Due to the 
type of structure used in wings, considerable difficulty was experienced by Air Corps 
contractors in meeting this requirement. In order to overcome this, test specimens 
in the form of a section of a two-spar wing were fabricated from heat-treated alloy, 
using sealing compounds in the seams, for test by the Air Corps Materiel Division. 
The results of these tests indicate that flotation compartments can be made water- 
tight, provided the structure is adaptable to being sealed with tape impregnated with 
sealing compound. 

It is being found practically impossible so to locate built-in compartments that 
the airplane will float horizontally and right side up, especially in the smaller air- 
planes. The watertight compartments are in the wings and the concentration of weight 
due to installation of the engines and other equipment forward of the wings produces 
a tendency for the nose to submerge. This can usually be corrected by shifting the 
crew aft when the airplane is afloat. After the crew is removed the tendency to nose 
down is not so important, since the airplane can be salvaged in this attitude satis- 
factorily. 

In recent years the Air Corps has had very few landings in water with airplanes 
equipped with built-in flotation, but it has proved satisfactory in these few instances, 


Army Generals Retire—A large scale change in Corps Area commands will take 
place in the Fall, when four of the Army’s senior major generals retire for age. 
Maj. Gen. William E. Cole, commanding the Sth Corps Area, will be 64 years old, 
Sept. 22, Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, in command at New York, reaches the retire- 
ment age, Oct. 20. Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, Fourth Corps Area com- 
mander, attains his 64th birthday, Sept. 28, and Maj. Gen, Fox Conner, commander 
of the First Corps Area, becomes 64, Nov. 2. Other changes will result from filling 
these posts. Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commanding the Sixth Corps Area, will relieve 
General McCoy at New York, it is learned. Maj. Gen, Stanley D. Embick, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, has already been ordered to relieve General Moseley at Atlanta, No 
decision has been made as to the other posts. Two of the vacancies to occur with the 
retirement of the major generals have been filled, Brig. Gen. Walter S. Grant and 
Brig. Gen. Ben Lear being scheduled for promotion on the retirement of Generals 
Cole and Moseley. As for the vacancies to be created by the retirement of Generals 
McCoy and Conner. The two senior brigadiers with time to serve are Brig. Gen. 
William H. Wilson and Brig. Gen. Robert McC. Beck, jr. Four brigadier generals 
also are due for retirement this Fall, whose vacancies have not been filled, They are 
Joseph P. Tracy, William K. Naylor, John W. Gulick and Edwin 8. Hartshorn, 


Marine Corps Assignments—Col. Joseph C. Fegan, commandant of the Marine 
Barracks, Washington, D. C., will be assigned to command the 4th Regiment of Ma 
rines at Shanghai, China, it was announced this week at Headquarters. He will relieve 
Col. Charles F. B. Price, who will come to Washington as a member of the Marine 
Corps Examining Board. Lt. Col. William Rupertus, executive officer of the 4th Regi- 
ment, who has made his number for promotion to colonel, will be given Colonel Fegan's 
post in Washington. As the result of the redistribution of officers in grade caused by 
the new personnel act, which allowed the Corps an additional brigadier general, Col. 
William P, Upshur made his number for that rank and was promoted this week, He 
Will continue as Director of the Marine Corps Reserve, a post which formerly was 
vceupied by a general officer.

Today when we are entering upon a program of rearma- 
ment and the services are preparing for the fabrication or 
purchase of the most modern and up-to-date guns, it is in- 
teresting to look back at the ordnance employed by the Army 
and Navy 75 years ago.

The only change lately in the 
fabrication of such ordnance has been to increase their size 
and give them a bore of fifteen inches, making their length 
fifteen feet, and weight twenty tons. Instead of being cast 
solid, however, they are made with a core, and cooled from 
the interior with a current of water, upon Rodman'’s princi- 
ple. It would scarcely be possible to obtain a sound casting 
of such a size, unless it were cooled in this manner. Such 
guns are certainly the largest modern cast-iron ordnance in 
the world; but as to their being the best and most destructive 
cannon for practical warfare, is not pretended.”

The week has been interesting because 
of federal effort to force the Steel In- 
dustry to maintain wages at their present 
level, a hearing on the Weirton Steel 
Company case by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, a further probe by the 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee into the 
alleged anti-labor organization activities 
of the Republic Steel Corporation, and the 
prosecution under the Sherman anti- 
trust law of eight major film companies. 
All the steel executives have been in 
Washington conferring with officials to 
determine prevailing minimum wages 
under the Walsh-Healy contracts act. The 
position of the Government is that there 
should be no lowering of the level of 
wages, and the chances are that the In- 
dustry will deem it advisable to pass 
through a test period with the lower 
prices before cutting wages. The confer- 
ence being called at the time the Senate 
Civil Liberties Committee was grilling 
Republic Steel and the National Rela- 
tions Board considering the Weirton case, 
the extent of federal pressure upon mem- 
bers of the Industry is apparent. In Chi- 
cago preliminary conferences have oc- 
curred between the Railroads’ Conference 
Committee and the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen relative to the 15% wage 
reduction proposal, The trainmen plan to 
deal independently with each carrier, and 
the conferences are to start at once. It is 
reported that a compromise is in the air, 
which contemplates the suspension of the 
wage increases in effect last year. A 15% 
cut would save the railroads 250 million 
dollars annually. The wage increases 
adopted Jast year amounted to about 7%. 
A decrease in 87,851 car loadings was re- 
ported for the holiday week ending July 
9, but allowing for the July 4th holiday, 
the daily averages showed an increase 
over those of last season. No one antici- 
pates a railroad strike, because of the 
large amount of mediatory and arbitra- 
tion machinery available for adjustment. 
The Securities & Exchange Commission 
has announced an investigation of banks 
to determine their control of the credit 
structure of the Nation. Chairman Jones 
of the RFC is warning the banks that un- 
less they are more liberal with credit the 
Government will go more and more into 
the banking business. He has been issuing 
this warning periodically since 1983. The 
Stock market showed an encouraging ad- 
vance during the early part of the week. 
In part, this has been caused by encourag- 
ing business news, although business 
gains, while not vigorous, yet, gave signs 
of future progress. The Textile Industry 
made.an important advance, and this was 
construed in some circles as a barometer, 
because of experience in 1982 and the 
spring of 1933. In steel, consumers seem 
to be building up their inventories. Acting 
Secretary of Commerce Johnson claims 
industry has turned the recovery corner, 
basing his view upon revival of purchas- 
ing in primary markets as well as in 
retail sales. Disturbing to the situation 
was the fall in prices on the Berlin and 
London Exchanges, and if weakness con- 
tinues in those centers it is difficult to see 
how there can be failure of reaction in 
Wall Street. It was officially stated at 
the Treasury Department that to meet 
the prospective four billion dollar deficit 
next June another tax bill will be pre- 
sented to Congress, which will lower per- 
sonal exemptions, increase the tax on 





moderate incomes and strengthen the cor- 
poration surplus profits tax and the capi- 
tal gains tax. 





Merchant Marine 

Organization of the United States 
Maritime Service under which it is pro- 
posed to establish immediately a training 
school for seamen on both the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts and eventually on the 
Gulf Coast, was announced today by Rear 
Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., Chair- 
man of the United States Maritime Com- 
mission, in making public the details of 
a preliminary program developed by the 
Commission to provide a “trained and 
efficient personnel” for the ships of the 
American Merchant Marine in accordance 
with the policy and the terms of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act. 

Chairman Land stated that it is 
planned to have the United States Coast 
Guard administer the training courses of 
the new Maritime Service under the su- 
pervision of the Maritime Commission, 
and that negotiations having this objec- 
tive are now in progress between the 
Treasury Department and the Maritime 
Commission. The Coast Guard, he said, 
had been chosen by the Commission to do 
this work because its record extending 





over many years of turning out the best 
merchant seamen in the world. 

Congress at its last session authorized 
the Maritime Commission to set up the 
United States Maritime Service as a 
voluntary organization for the training 
of American seamen who have served on 
ships. In this regard, Chairman Land 
emphasized that the new service does not 
represent the broad training program for 
the merchant marine on which Congress 
has ordered the Commission to present a 
report, with recommendations, in Jan- 
uary. 

The seamen’s training school on the 
Atlantic Coast, Chairman Land said, will 
be located on Hoffman and Swinburne Is- 
lands in New York Harbor. The Pacific 
Coast school will be situated at Govern- 
ment Island at Oakland, Calif. Later it 
is planned to establish a training school 
for merchant marine officers at the old 
Coast Guard base at Fort Trumbull at 
New London, Connecticut. Meanwhile, 
the Commission is attempting to find a 
suitable site for the Gulf Coast school. 

Discussing the organization of the new 
Maritime Service, Chairman Land said: 

“In carrying out the policy of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act which is the creation 
of a modern and first-class merchant 





marine, the Maritime Commission hag 
initiated an intensive construction pro. 
gram. Most of our present fleet was built 
during the World War and is in the fing} 
stages of obsolescence. In the past year 
contracts have been let for thirty-three 
new ships. Building only for the mij. 
mum needs of national defense, as egtj. 
mated by the Navy Department, will rm 
quire fifty vessels a year for the next tey 
years. 

“This country has been exceedingly 
backward in training seamen for our mer. 
chant ships. The Coast Guard and the 
various state school ships have been do 
ing excellent work in training officers byt 
no facilities have ever been provided for 
training seamen. There is no doubt that 
this neglect is responsible for many of the 
personnel problems that exist in our mer. 
chant marine today. 


“Because of the acute unemployment jp 
the maritime industry, only unemployed 
seamen who have had at least two years 
sea service will be selected at first for 
training. As the men will be paid while 
in training, the program should have the 
immediate benefit of relieving this dis 
tressing situation to some extent. It algo 
is planned to supplement the staff of the

Establishment of the United States 
Maritime Service was authorized by 


amendments to the Merchant Marine Act 
passed by the last Congress. It will be 
entirely a voluntary organization and the 
statute limits enrollment to officers and 
seamen Who are already a part of the 
Merchant Marine. 

To begin with, the period of training 
will cover three months, partly ashore 
and partly afloat. Unlicensed seamen will 
receive $36.00) per month during the 
period of training together with allow 
ances for clothing, subsistence and quar 
ters. Licensed men will receive $125.00 
a month with an allowance for quarters. 

At the end of the training period, or 
possibly before, the trainees will be given 
the ranks, grades, and ratings the same 
as for comparable service in the Coast 
Guard, and for any service rendered 
thereafter they will receive the compen 
sation and allowances that apply thereto. 

Hoffman and Swinburne Islands which 
have been transferred to the Commission 
from the Procurement Division of the 
Treasury Department, provide an ideal 
site for the Maritime Service school which 
Will be located on the Atlantic Coast. 
Onee a Quarantine Station, the ishands 
were used by the Coast Guard during the 
World War as a training station and the 
buildings and facilities employed for this 
purpose still remain. Although idle for 
many years, it was found that the build 
ings and equipment could be rehabilitated 
it a reasonable expense for a training 
school, This work has been started. 

The new Maritime Service, Chairman 
Land said, will not supersede the Cadet 
‘ystem established several months ago by 
the Commission whereby young men who 
desire to make service in the merehant 
Mirine a career are being trained on 
sovernment-owned and government-sub 
sidized ships for positions as officers. The 
Commission, he stated, has had over 10, 
"applications for these jobs which have 
come from all parts of the country indi 
rating that the sea still holds a strong 
‘ure for American youth.

IST4 proposed certain rules for land bombard 
ment, Among them was one (contained in the 
unratified Declaration of Brussels) that only 
fortified towns could be besieged, and that 
open towns which were not defended could 
neither be attacked nor bombarded. This rule 
was adopted by the First Hague Conference 
of 1800, us to provide that towns which 
were not defended could not be attacked or 
bombarded. The Second Hague Conference of 
1907 merely extended the rule with respect to 
land bombardment to prohibit the bombard 
ment of undefended towus “by any means 
whatsoever,” the purpose being to make the 
rule (Art. 25) applicable to aerial bombard 
ment as well as artillery. However, the corre 
sponding rule (Art, 2) with respect to naval

bombardment permitted the bombardment 
of “military works, military or naval es 
tablishments, depots of arms or of ma 
terials of war, workshops or plant fit to be 


used for the needs of the enemy fleet or army, 
and ships of war in pert,” although they were 
parts of an undefended town. The difference 
in these two rules was based upon the faet 
that the land force was in a position to take 
physical possession of such installations while 
au naval force was not. It was soon generally 
recognized that the term “undefended” was 
too uncertain to serve as an adequate and 
practical test as it lays down no rule for de 
termining whether a place is “defended” or 
“undefended.” These rules with reference to 
land and naval bombardment were not limited 
in duration and therefore are still binding 
upon the powers which ratified the conven 
tion provided all of the belligerents are 
parties, * * *

with respect to the principles which IT have 
been discussing is contained in article 24 of a 
proposed convention, which article reads 
follows: 

“(1) Aerial bombardment is legitimate only 
when directed at a military objective, that is 
to suy, an object of which the destruction or 
injury would constitute a distinet military 
advantage to the belligerent, 

Such bombardment is legitimate ouly 
when directed exclusively at the following ob 
military military works; 
military establishments or depots; factories 
coustituting important and well-known cen 
ters engaged in the manufacture of arms, am 
munition or distinctively military supplies;

“(3) The bombardment of 
villages, dwellings or buildings not in the im 
mediate neighborhood of the operations of 
land forces is prohibited.

Whether or not the codification representing 
the work of the Commission of Jurists is ever 
ratified by a sufficient number of nations to 
make it generally applicable as a conven 
tional rule of international law it would seem 
that the principles enunciated in article 24 are 
so in accord with sound reason and basic 
principles of the unwritten law of war as to 
have the foree and effect of a rule of inter 
witional law aside from any convention. 

The rule as to the use of asphyxiating or 
poisonous What has been said with 
reference to the basic principles in the un 
written law of war with reference to bom 
bardment, and the necessity for safeguard 
ing innocent human life and private property

excessive, and unduly imperils the civilian 
population or innocent non-combatants with 
an adequate compensating military ad 
will doubtless generally con

war. It would seem that there could be no 
doubt that these common principles 
would apply to the use of asphyxiating and 
poisonous gases against the civil population, 
and that only loss of life and damage to 
private property which is necessarily inei 
dental to the use of these gases against an

Law. There is strong opinion, both military 
and civilian, that the use of gas should be 
absolutely prohibited. But it is net new 


prohibited under any general rule of interna 
tional law, written or unwritten, 

Unoflicial reports as to the use of new ap 
pliances in military operations in’ Ethiopia, 
Spain and China. Of course, in connection 
with such an important subject an examina 
tion of the question would not be compiete 
without some statement as to the manner in 
which these new appliances have been used 
in recent wars. It must be understood that 
there is little official information which could 
be divulged at a meeting such as this, Such 
information as IT have in this connection and 
the remarks which IT make must be considered 
unofficial and my observations in this re 
spect are based upon unofficial reports from 
the press and elsewhere, which can be con

Reports indicate that Italian air

holes. Reliable information as to whether the 
Italians used chemical agents has been ex 
tremely diffienlt to secure, Naturally, the 


employment of chemicals by a siguatery to a 
treaty forbidding their use and against an 
ignorant people who licked a defense against 
the devastating effects of gas would not meet 
with approval of World opinion. It appears, 
however, from meager reports that gas was 
used by the Italians suceessfully, and ap 
parently in some quantity, and that mustard 
was the most effective. Ht few 
deaths, but temporarily inenpacitated very 
large numbers and so frightened the rest that 
Ethiopian resistence in the combat zone broke 
completely, This gas was put down by the 
air corps in the form of bombs. ln the seuth, 
fear gas was reported used to keep the Ethie 
pinnus away from the water The town 
of Giggiga was liberally gassed in retaliation 
for the alleged beheading of an Italian officer 
aviator who was foreed down within the 
Ethiopian lines; while its use in the villages 
of the high platenu was more widespread, its 
effectiveness there was reduced considerably 
by the hot sun and rarified atmosphere which 
enoused more rapid evaporation. Lneendiary 
bombs were used also against villages and in 
the low dry brush in which Ethiopian troops 
concealed themselves, The reports indicate 
that while the full details Of the employment 
of chemicals in Ethiopia are not yet available 
a fair estimate does not place the use of gas 
asa decisive factor in the campaign, although 
it unquestionably was used and probably in

that although war has been brought home 
to the civillan population, it has done nothing 
to shorten war, and that casualties from air 
bombardment, when the civilian population 
has been trained to take over, are small, Since 
it does not appear that gas has been used by 
either side, no lesson can be drawn from the 
increased effectiveness which its employment 
would give to an alr attack, or its effect upon 
the civillan population,
